QUINCY, Fla., Jan, 2.——Damage 
estimated at $10,000 or move was 
done to property here Thursday

strip of country just outside the 
city limits to the south of Quiney. 

Seven large shade leaf tobacco 
barns in the wake of the storm 
were destroyed, four on _ the 
plantation of James J. Love, two 
on A. S. T. Corporation farms and 
one at the State Tobacco Wxperi- 
ment Station, 

Two churches, a small store and 
an unoccupied residence in the 
Fairmont negro quarters were raz- 
ed. Twenty acres of slat tobacco 
shade on the Love plantation was 
blown down, 

Much damage to standing tim- 
ber between here and Tallahassee 
was also reported. 

The storm was the most destruc- 
tive in this immediate section in 
many years, and early estimates of 
the damage may be increased.

Democratic victory in the 1982 
presidential campaign is inevitable, 
Henry B. Steagall, third district 
congressman, predicted today. The 
Representative also stated that! 
without a doubt Governor Roose 
velt of New York would be nomi- 
nated by the Demoerats as that} 
party’s standard bearer, 

Mr. Steagall home for the holi-; 
days, plans to return to Washing- 
ton the latter part of the week. 
He intimated that before he left 
he would make official announce-! 
ment as a candidate for re-election 
to Congress. He does not plan any 
campaign, declaring that since se-| 
}euring the chairmanship of the} 
House banking committee his du- 
ties have increased two-fold, Hence | 
leaving him no time for eleetion- 
eering. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
but that the Democrats will cleet a} 
president in 1932 and that Govern- 
or Roosevelt will be the man nom-| 
inated to lead the party to victory,” 
Congressman Steayall said. ‘The 
swing to Roosevelt has been relent- 
lessly gaining headway to the ex- 
tent that should the election be- 
tween him and Hoover be held to- 
morrow the New York governor 
would carry 40 of the 48 states,” 

In discussing new measures spon- 
{sored by the Democrats, who gain- 
ed control of the House of Repre- 
sentatives this year, Mr. S re 
was particularly proud of his sue- 
cess in securing passage of the bill 
appropriating $100,000,000 to the 
Federal Land Banks, a sum to be 
used by these institutions in ex- 
tending farm mortwages. He fs cer- 
tain that the measure will be in- 
strumental in relieving hundreds of 
farmers in this section of heavy fi- 
nancial handieaps this year. 

No assurance has been given yet 
| that the Rivers and Harbors Board 
will recommend construction of a 
j levee at Geneva, the congressman 
averred.
